Problems Facing Educationa 
lists of Present Day Also 
Discussed by Earl 

A dlocusslon of Scottish iiationnllly 
particularly In llJi relation to Cana 
dii and to France, and an outline of 
<lic work of the Carnegie Trust in the 
United Kinprdom were contained In an 
address delivered by the Earl of Elsln 
it\ the Royal Victoria CoUeee yestcray 
under the auspices of the National 
l|:^_çCouncril of Education and the Mo- 
^^V GUi Canadian Club. 

The speaker, who was introduced by 
Sir Andrew MBcPhatl, said he thought 
he could claim that the family from 
■\\-hlch liP had epninir had played a 
leading pa^rt In building this Domi- 
nion. He referred to his great-grand- 
father. Lord Durham whoso famous 
ncport had had such an important 
influence upon Canadian history, and 
to his grandfather wlfo had taken the 
stand for responsible government 
upon the occasion of the Rebellion 
Losses Bill. The link waj> even closer 
in ihi' third FTcner.atlon, his fa.thcr'8, 
lOr Ills father had iwen born in Mont- 
real In 3S4!) at a very critical period 
iln Canadian history, "and now," con- 
flliijuod the Earl, "appearing before 
you' Sn Montreal today, 1 may lay 
some claim to being a Canadian." 

The gréai value which the speaker 
.saw in such visits as his from one side 
of the Atlantic to the other, was in 
the keeping up of Interests on the part 
' of one country in the history and 
traditions of the other— in Unking up 
gîf'.the traditions of the old with the vig- 
^^1— of ttoe- new.- ^'v. - . - 

^ "Not as a lecturer, a professor do I 
wish to speak to you, but more from 
till! point of view of an ordinary 
citizen, one who has an intense love 
for his country, its history and tra- 
ditions." 

The fuir'iltle of his speech, dc- 
clured Lord Elgin, had been, "The In- 
flueifce of Nationality, illustrated 
i^iiilnly from Scotland." "You might 
Jiuve judged my nationality," he con- 
. 1"^ tlnued, "by the fact that in caibllng 
the .subject I limited the words to "In- 
fluence of Nationality." 

Scottish natiomtlity, the speaker 
thought, had had a great deal to do 
with the foundation of Canada. It was 
the Scottish nationality of his grand- 
father whicli influenced the -w-ay he 
• was able to promote his policy when 
In office. The keynote of his adminis- 
tration wae'that he took the trouble 
to make liiniBelt conversant with the 
different nationalities oomposlng the 
country — to treat each one with ab- 
solute courtesy and trust, that they 
inlgbt come to put forth lalth in the 
s reprcBentaUve of their Queen. In 
ï|^rying out this policy the Chief 
?*thlng he cared for was that he rnlBlu 
? ' carry his point, not, as l\ so often the- 

■ case in modern politics, that he mlglit 
Siurm his adversaries. 

Scotland and France 
Continuing, the Ear! referred to the 
<lose connection In the early life of 
Canada between Scottish and French 
nationality, a connection whiCli had 

■ existed not only In ,thls country, but 
■which had existed for centuries past 
in Europe. He gave some Instances of 
this ancient friendship. The records 
of the University of Orleans show 

Ï -'that In 1386 ^here was a Scottish 
"nation" at that school. 'J'hc system 
iif "Nations" Is a matter of fact still 
u.iud in many Siiotllsh universities 
aiijj^ •,'i>llc schools. / 
In 1245 Alexander 11 of Sciotland 
, .sent out an army under the Karl of 
- Marciii^v, aid Louis of France, and

That Jesus in his time did not act 
altogether as an individual, but identi- 
fies himself with the civic and relig- 
ious insUt;Utlons of his lieopic, was 
the conclusion arrived at in the weekly 
discussion of the .Student rroblem 
Group, held in Strathcona.

Many different views were cx|)resscd 
on' the statomcnt that Jesus really 
Intended to found a church.

Troublesome Times Prevent 
Establishment of Indigen- 
ous Church 



Tho ostabllshnient of nn liidlgonuus 
Church In Chln.n. can be ooiinl<k>re(l ;is 
a not too distant dream, according to 
13. Bruce Copland who addressed the 
Mission Group of the S.C.A. at n o'clock 
In tho S.C.A. lloom at Strntheona Hnll. 
Mr. Copland .-ipcnt four years in China 
as a newspaper corespondent of an 
E^ngllsh dally and In this ca'paclty was 
able to make n imrtlculnr study of the 
relations of the Missionary and the 
Chinese Church. 

Already several congrcgiitlons, dis- 
tinctively native, have been formed, 
he staled. These congrégation» have 
been trained by the I'rotcstanl Mis- 
sions who have now let them m:inago 
their own affairs. After ii while the 
congri'patlons becomes entirely self- 
supporting, paying their own pastor, 
upkeep of liiilldings and jio oii. 'I'lione 
which become sell'-suppoitlng have 
nothing to do with the Missions. There 
are at present almost a hundred con- 
gi-egatloiu; of this kind now distributed 
all over China, Due to the troublesome 
conditions in the country, tlicy arc not 
growing in number hut tlio.so who are 
already established are on solid foun- 
dations. 

In outlining his topic Copland gave 
a brief resume of the history of the 
Missions in China. An Englishman, 
Robert Morrison started missionary 
practice In China and he was Imme- 
diately followed by ..Vinerlcan, German 
ai.d French Protestant Missions, Cath- 
olic Missions were however there^bq-: 
fore them since about 1600 Cathollis 
missionaries were admitted as teach- 
ers, but their growth was small until

The Man, His Life and 
Philosophy Theme of 
Speech 



Socrates, Ihe man and his phllo 
sophy, was discussed In a lecture by 
John Wlllamson .M. A. to the Llter- 
ry nnd Phllosophlail Society which 
met yestord*y ïeyenlng In the Presby- 
terian Coillege. 

Mr. Wllll.amson Introduced the sub- 
ject by examining tho effect of the 
iige and the environment :n which 
.Socrates ll^'ed. 'I'hc Athens of the 
fiftli century Ii. C. was perhaps tho 
most distingu shod city In the then 
civilized world. The arts, philosophy 
llteratiire, flour shed In Athens; In- 
tel lecttial speculation was lauded and 
encouraged. "The greatest artists, and 
Intellcctua:!! of the day were to . be 
found in Athens. Personal freedom 
and the. privilege of taking a direct 
part in the government of Attica were 
the Inal enable rlglits of true Athenian 
citizens. Such was the atmosphere In 
which Socrates gi'cw up. 

The speaker then dealt briefly with 
tho more or less known incident in the 
life of Soci-nles. "Little Is known of 
h's private life", the speaker pointed 
out" "except wlmt can l>e gathered 
from the work^ of .hls pupils; especial 
1y Xenephon and .Plato ■ who are per- 
haps the greatest authorities on this 
philosopher and teacher". Socrates 
was born in .465 B.C.— w;hen the City 
States were thrilled with the Greek 
victories over the aggress ve Persian 
1\6i-des. As a youth Socrates served, 
as a loyal • cltUcn, In thé "Athenian 
army. He took part In several battles 
during the. Peloponneslan "\Var; and 
according to contemporaries he dis 
tlngu shed himself by br.avery. AVhen 
a mlddel aged man. he gave up sculp 
turc n.s u pursuit and from tlieii on 
l)eeaine a distinguished and renowned

Spirit is Supreme 

SIR ^rthur Currie voiced the senti- 
inents of McGIU undergraduates 
last 'Saturday when he declared to the 
Toronto press that McGiU placed the 
sijirit of the game before the game it- 
self. ' Our Principal jnade it quite 
plain that a man who is not absolutely 
clear academically will bo barred from 
competing in any Intercollegiate con- 
test. ' 

"Our registration Is 100 more than 
last year," he said, "and, if wc fall, It 
iir:npt be due to lack of material, 
though it may be due to Jack of ready- 
made football players. The ready- 
-made football player is not the. kind 
we è)icourage to register hero." 

It is unfortunate, to put it mildly, 
that any sort of rules are necessary to 
govern the competition of colleges In 
sport. One precept was laid down, and 
countless others followed naturally, 
because, once one point was protested, 
situations arose that demanded a rule 
for every twist and turn of tho game. 
Tite result of all this has been to suc- 
cessfully squaish the spirit of sports- 
manlike competition, which should be 
the prime object in university athletics. 
But now that these regulations are 
here' (and the sad part is that some 
people need laws down in black and 
white before they can proceed fairly) 
we must see that they are kept. Mc- 
Gill always has been noted for her true 
amateur spirit In sport — It Is then up 
to McGIIl to refuse point blank to 
tolerate any action that even suggests 
the breakinif of a rule in intercollegi- 
ate sport. '

last week in the Queen City, we must

There Is a good deal of discussion to tho south of us on tho problem 
of coaches scouting at todball games or rival teams and from what can be 
gleaned from tho mass of nrginncnts pouring ' fortli In tho press there Is 
much to be said on both sides. Some arc of the opinion that open .scouting 
al games is a, good thing and docs awny with the "underhand" methods often 
employed to learn the secrelH and wcaknc'sos of op])using te.ims. Yale 
and Princeton have decided not to scout each other's games prior to their 
own;eneounter.J , • '• ■ 

: Strangely enough (to us here in Canada) the Talc-Prlnccton pact has 
been condemned by many of the inrger colleges. "Frank and open discus- 
sion between rival football tonma Is tho only praotloal relation" deelarcs 
Major J. L. Griffiths, commissioner of athletics for the intercollegiate con- 
ference. Ho cites n case when ho himself coached the Drake football cloven 
and agreed with Coach AVllllams of Ames not to scout each other. There 
were many well meaning friends, •however, who took the trouble to write in 
to him a detallei account of all the plays of the Ames team and their weak- 
nesses. 

That apparently was the Insidious thing about nun-scouting agreements. 

Here in Canada, there is supposed lor be a rule that coaches cannot 
scout each other's league games, although a careful pcrsual of the rule book 
falls to disclose any mention of such an OBreement. It Is possible that it is 
a gentleman's agreement and has not bebn Incorporated into the rules. 

In that case, il might be well to Include it among the regulations when 
the next rules committee convenes in the spring. The present undt^rslanding 
is too liable to be mi.sunderstood and loo likely to start arguments on techni- 
cal points when It is broken. Let us have the rule put in the rule book or 
let us have no more talk of gentlemon's;agreemenis.

SOCRATES IS SUBJECT 
OF 



FOOTBALL NOT GAME 
OF TIME SAYS COACH 



Favors Game? by Plays Sys- 
tem — - Prevents Stalling 



"Football is not a game of time any 
laore than \ baseball," said Reginald 
W. P,..BrttWn,Vhettil. ooach of football 
at Bostôn University, In a statement 
lo The A.ssoclatud Press, lie expressed 
tho opinion t)iut fixing the time of a 
game by plays rather than by the 
w<ttch would "materially regulate" 
the forward pass. 

> Coach Brown has tried out the play 
system" in two regular ' games thus 
far, ono last fall ' when ho' was coach- 
ing at Brown University and tho other 
against Bowdoln Collei]^ this season 
as coach at Boston University, and Is 
thoroughly convinced ot its succeas. 
In his ."itatenienl he said Ih.at inembcrs 
of the Foolball Rules Cemniittce had 
been invited to these games but that 
none ot them had attended. 

■'The game of football," ho said, "Is 
a game of j)lays. Four downs to gain 
a specific dtstaiicc. It la not a game 
of time any more than baseball. 

"Tho rules committee have con- 
sidered playing football by plays for 
six years and this year made It op- 
tional with the teams. This Is on 
record, alhough it is not In the book. 

"Tho rules committee have advised 
the sponsors of the play system thnl 
llicy are talking simply on theory and 
should persuade some collèges, to try 
games by plays, so tholr coiumitKi- 
would have some knowledge of the 
system. Tho sponsors have put on 
games by plays an<l lo each of these 
games .-i.li or .some of the rules com- 
mlltec were Invited, and no member 
attended. It was a success and the 
different teams in both Instances arc 
still strongly in favor of the play 
system. 

"Tho rule,-" committee have made at 
least 10 adjustments on tho watch 
since the play proposal was presented 
lo them in 1920. I believe they cari 
make ten more adjustments on thî 
walch and it will not be satisfactory. 

"I claim football by plays will 
materially regulate the much dis 
cussed forward pass, as by tlmo the 
incomplete forward pass stops the 
wolch and thereby extend tho aclu.al 
playing time about 30 seconds, while 
by plays the incomplete forward pass 
countj a play. There is a big differ 
once and it stops the dragging out of 
a game. 

"Teams can go from the time game 
to the play game or vice versa with 
practically no Inconveniences, u.s tlr 
execution of. the plays are unchanged. 
Ask the teams who have tried It. It 
does away with all inaccuracies of the 
timing. 

"All that Is needed is some gond 
sizedi numbers such as basketliall nu- 
mbers and the words 'more pluyji'. Put 
'more plny.s' up by tho score-hoard and 
!il the at.-trl of each period pitt up the 
numljer that represohls the number 
of plays per period, and reduce the 
number by one after eoch play. The 
field judge should have a numbered 
Indlcatoi' and a (ordlnarj*) watch for 
the 'tlmo outs' and the Intermissions,"

teacher. Throughout his life, Sooratc 
denied h mself all but the narest coin- 
foils and necessities of 1 fe 

As a teacher he lectured to all wlio 
cared to listen to him anywhere. Thus 
politicians, philosophers, artisans, 
slaves -kiW received great benefit 
from h 8 teachings. Socrates, on the 
oUicr hand, widened his knowledge 
and experience by this extensive con- 
tact with practically all classes of 
existing society. 

Like alt the great Greek ph'lo- 
sophers, .Socrdtes wa,s Interested In 
knowledijc for its ow« sake, lie was 
a' tireless scanchor for truth, a relent 
less cilfclc of faHsehood and hypocrisy 
In reference to human conduct his 
philosophy was this: One should 1 ve, 
nol according to custom or hubll, but 
according to reason and contempla- 
tion conscious virtue is the only Inic 
virtue. , . 

Throughout his life, Xenoplion de- 
darod, Socrates never ceased to con- 
sider and to d 8CUE8 human qucslfons 
and problems such as Piety, Justice, 
Rlghtcounbss. Moreover, he was a 
tireless crillc of humbug, antiiiuarlan 
laws, ajid traditional Ide.'is wlilch d d 
not seem lo be in iilace with o.xisling 
conditions. All classes were arfocted 
by his ciitio'sm, oven the mighty. 

But Socrates was not meroly a des- 
tructive critic. Though he did not 
leave us any works froni his own hand 
much «r his philosophy and teachings 
have remained to the world through 
the wr tings of his pupils. His thpUBil^ 
was tiliorcfore to be of groat influente 
In succeeding general ons. lie was .ilso 
to introduce the Socratic, o;- JJialeatIo 
Method of philospphical Inquiry, 
Whlclf ttiit oipa^^^ groat jjxtent

Amaron then spoke and called his 
hearer's atentlon to' the fortlicomin;i 
Union Smoker for which they hart se- 
cured Mr Williams, the noted Montreal 
magician. As Duckworllj had referred 
to his lack of hair ho explained that 
it was due to thr coiKlliions In the 
Old Arts Bulldinp. und said that there

now. He then, with the air of Matt- 
hams and Hnlpcnny .sang "The Three 
Craws" which proved so popular nt 
the Pep Ilally. 

Duckuortli ilifii railed on the Dean 
to speak. The Dean conimencetl by 
■saying that this was the fir.?t time he 
•had addrcsse<l llie society. There had 
been some little doubt concerning the 
use of this new hall, but as it wj-.s 
designed for the use of the under- 
graduate.s of Mcnill Coiicç,- It was en- 
tirely correct to hold this meeting 
there. There were now l.'.OO students 
regi.stered In Arts and tills was more 
than - in • any other single f.-u-ulty ,.r 
collegc-'in tli<- woi-ia, ru- li;ni l.ocn .ic- 
iMi.si.d of milking ra.-h sl,-itenients. ,if 
lirlleved in It.

^^^sur' Waugh now rose to speak,

He was born in 
Dunfermline In a small two-roomc-ri 
house and came out lo America at 
an early age, starting to work Im- 
mediately. He built up a huge fortune. 
How that was done the speaker did 
not disniss. Iiut diolarci that in .'iny 
a-s-semblage such as he then ad-

Carnegie's Policy ■ ' • 

There were three lines of policy out- 
lined by t;ariioglo: one hail to do 
with music, parliailarly organ mnsic, 
and Carnegie w.Ts ' always presciiling 
churches with organs that the people 
might be able lo enjoy a type of 
music wliicl) lii> hlnisi.-lf had found 
most iiispiiiii;;, then there was the 
«lueslion of libraries, and finally of 
public baths. This thi-ée-fold policy to- 
gether with Carnegie's many pro- 
mises were luindcd over lo the Car- 
negie Trust sl.N years before his death, 
and It lias been cerricd on, with some 
changes and with somft additions. The 
most outslaiiding oiepoMment of -late 
ha^ been the Iniilding In the East End 
of London of a community centre for 
adolescent boys— something which 11 
is hoped- to make more of ,t real home 
than are those institutions which arc 
called "homes," The chief ali"rallon 
in the original Carnegie policy has 
come Willi regard to the libraries. 

Practically every munioipuiity now 
able to maintain a library service has 
it, so no longer are any promises be- 
ing given tor erecting and' e(|uliii)lng 
libraries. Instead promises have been 
made of book purchases, and gianls 
to. aid in book purchuses^liave been 
advanced. 

The Trust has also attempted lo 
en?cl Ijoys' and girLs' libraries to 
bring In those children who have left 
school early. The e.'irl iiad been very 
mucin Impressed by the children's 
library at Toi-onlo !ind intended lo 
make use of .some of Ihe ideas oli- 
luined there, when ho returned to 
Britain. • 

Another i..\periment luis been in 
try ing lo Ijring books to the poojile in- 
sleaxl of the iicoide lo the books in 
cominunltlcs wliere it is hard . to gel 
to the municipal library. County clr- 
culailiif; lllji .-iiii.-s liavi; been ealaljlish- 
ed, sd)0(;ls being used purllculnriy as 
centres for this work, and school 
teachers ucling as librarians. In this 
way the first to be touched by the 
sysLcni ■,)>■(! the chiliireii. Tim Trust 
lias launched this system of circulat- 
ing library servlcus, and as it now 
stands there, are only five counties In 
in JSngland and one in i^colland where 
there is no circulating' library. In Ire- 
land, whei'c political nondlions have 
made tilings difficult, lliere are al- 
ready sixueii schemes in operation. 

Then there Is the ceiiiral library 
lor students— a very complete library, 
one part of which Is In liOndon, one 
111 Duntcrniline and one In Dublin, 
the 'material out of wiiich can he ob- 
tained by students of llie Trust's 
jiollcy has been co-oiieratioii — lo try 
and inalce liie whole/resources of the 
nation \a.vdlIable'.lo all;- 

"It should be the ambition .of all of 
us interested In llic fuller education 
ot llie individual and the nation," de- 
clared Ihc EurlJin conclusion, "Iry lo 
obtain - some - triljunni, r soine - means of 
setlling diffcrcin'c'es witiipui.ilialjfraKic 
recurrence to -war ' -and -:""bIoodShed 
which divided Etiroiie into mutually 
destruclivc camps — lo try and create 
an almosphcro wherein it will be ipos- 
slblc to sctllc these ditrcrcnccs pnac- 
ably. Wc should strive each : of iis lo 
lirlng about that day, -which in the 
words of niy.national ii.oel, 'Is cbiping 
yet for a' llmt,, when'mt^ the 
world o'er shall brothers lie, for a' 
that'."

Thd Chinese who are 
not clirisllans have a very disorgani-/;- 
ed religion. They use their lemplcs bul 
seldom while the Christian uses It us 
n centre all the lime. Many Chinese 
arc attracted to' the Clirlstlaii rollgloii 
Just on account of its organization, 

'I'iie (Tlin'esc'nrc .at present very antl- 
foreign, esjioclally tlinso Chinese who 
have bad coi(tact with Western clvl- 
ll7„atlon, II is for that reason that an 
liidlgcnous Church In China al iircscnl 
Is out ot the (luostion. in all the larg- 
er cities whoro lStn'opeans (ire congrcri 
gated tiic Chinese have taken on a' 
semblance of clvlllznlioii l>ul they do 
not lake lo the l';iirope<in8 or lo the 
Chrlsll.in religion. 'I'liey do not like 
both. It in In the small Interior towns 
llial Christianity, mnkcs headway for 
there tho . Chinese are more prlinitlvo 
and the missionary can make head- 
way. They arc easily deiJl \Hlli, ll 
Is for thai reaspn that niuny missions 
are being established in Ui'ot^ interior 
ot China. They are tor the 'in'o.sl part 
successful. ' 

Copland in tii)klng -to Uic'Crbup gave 
several Interesting I'eatures of Chincie 
Ul'c and religion, 'I'lie religion of lliu 
Cliliiese 1$ chiefly Confucian. The 
priests live ill temples 'which are not 
used very mucli, at the utmost's or 4 
days in llie year. On :i. very great 
public liollday the Icinple is opened 
and people are allowed to enter and 
worshli) The prlesls then rent pari of 
the Church and a bazaar is established 
where people buy and sell. 

-Vnolhcr interesting feature Is the 
eslablishmeiil of a new mission in 
China. First the latid Is boiighl by ex- 
perienced missionaries. 11 is usually 
bought ouiside a city as the condilioiis 
are not very wholesome where llio 
population Is crowded. Then tho build- 
ings are put up and soon several Ciil- 
nese converts arc made and' the mis- 
sion is established. The rest Is work 
and palicnce, " . '
